QUTLINES THE VIEWS OE MEMBERS 


Ail the Testimony Heard by Board So 
Far Has Dissipated the Theory 
of an Internal Explosion and | 
Establishes Some Sort 
of Treachery. 


Key West, February 2s.—The first relia- 
ble and so far the only plausible indication 
of the views of the members of the court 
of inquiry was Weveloped here today when 
an officer of the Maine, who had been ex- 
amined by the court during the day, talk- 
ed at length with the correspondent of the 
Associated Press. 

“T can’t tell you,” he gaid, “what 
line of questioning was adopted, but 
the court will find, I believe, that the 
Maine was blown up by design, though 
I don’t think it will be able to ascer- 
tain exactly how.”’ 

The court’s finding will be based on neg- 
ative rather than positive evidenee. 

“By this I mean that all the testi- 
mony heard so far has, by the by, up- 
set the theories of those who think 
the explosion was of internal origin. 
This negative evidence is so strong 
and so general that I see no possibil- 
ity of the court deciding that the ex- 
plosion was internal. 

“The only alternative then left for the 
court is to fall back on evidence which | 
points to the intentional blowing up of the

the court formulates a theory of its own, 
or declares that it does not know how the 
disaster occurred, both of which are con- 
jectures.” 

Members of the court; when the sub- 
Stance of the interview was brought to 
their attention, declined to have anything 
to say. All the high naval and military 
Officials here, when asked crucial ques- 
tions, politely profess ignorance. 


Blandin Saw Explosion. 

Lieutenant Blandin, who was on watch 
When the explosion occurred, was the first 
witness before the court after it was call- 
ed to order this morning, and was under 
examination for an hour. 

The witnesses called after Lieutenant 
Blandin, and before the luncheon recess at 
1 o'clock were Lieutenants Hood, Jungen 
and Blow and Cadets Bronson and Boyd. 
No enlisted men were examined at the 
morning session. 

When the court reconvened at 2 p. m. 
Lieutenant Holman, who testified at 
Havana, was again called. Lieutenant of 
Marines Catlin gave his evidence quickly, 
nd was followed by Boatswain Larkin, 
Gunner Hill and Carpenter Holms. The 
two latter were on shore at the time of the 
€xplosion, and could teil little of value.

READY TO MOVE TROOPS AT ONCE 


Atlanta Selected as the Point of Dis- 
tribution of the Entire South. 
Boston, Mass., Febvery  28.—(Special.)— 
A Washington special to The Journal says 
the quartermaster general of the United 
States army is busily preparing plans for 
the mobilization of a strong force of troops 
in the south in the event of a declaration 
of hostilities by or against Spain. Great 
secrecy has been maintained regarding 

these preparations. © 

The department asserts that ft Is only 
routine but the preparations are such as 
never before haye been made in “routine.”’ 
The department has been in communjcation 
with all the railroads having southern con- 
nections and knows exactly how many 
troops each line is prepared to transport 
on the shortest possible notice, the quan- 
tity of rolling stock available and the time 
that would be required to move them. 
All these conditions are said to be very 
satisfactory to the government. 

A regular schedule has been prepared 
end the commanding officers of all the 
troops east of the Missouri have béen no- 
tified and know exactly what they will 
be required to do. 

The department has, practically selected 
Atlanta, Ga., as the most available of con- 
centration on acccunt of its geographical 
situation and its good railroa@ connections 
which would allow of troops being speedily 
dispatched to any point of the south At- 
lantic or gulf coast that might be threat- 
ened. 

As has been said, these preparations have 
been conducted with the utmost secrecy 
but are ncne the less thorough. 


ENGLAND OAN’T HELP SPAIN. 
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London Paper Declares Spaniards Have 
* No Right To Look to Britons. 

London, March 1.—The Daily News com- 
menting editorlally this morning on the 
relations between the United States and 
Spain, says: 

“Spain can expect no support, moral or 
Otherwise, from tEngland against tthe 
United States. Sne has ruined Cuba, as she 
has ruined or lost every other colony, b 
the grossest corruption, cruelty and mal- 
aaministration, and she must be left to set- 
tle the account for tts policy with those 


whom it may concern without any aid or 
Sympathy on our pert.” 


The Standard in an editorial on the same 
general topic highly praises President @fc- 
Kinley’s statesman-like moderation and 
recognizes that “It would be only human 
nature that proof of the ‘Maine’s having 
been blown up from the outside should en- 
gender a dangerous war feeling in Amer- 
tea.” 

Sir Edward James Reed, the eminent na- 
val expert, writes to The Times this morn- 
ing expressing the opinion that the Maine 


could be refloated for a tithe of her cost. 


GOVIN LETTER REPRODUCED. 


Madrid Paper Says the Minister Must 
Defend Himself Against Charges. 
Madrid, February 28.—The Nacional re- 
produces a letter written by Senor Govin, 
the minister of ‘the interior of Cuba, in the 
colonial government, published in the fili- 
buster paper Patria, containing alleged in- 
structions given by Senor Govin to Acosta, 
said to be his emissary, to negotiate with 
the Cuban junta in the United States in 
regard to the terms which the Cubans 
should exact from Spain. 
.The unofficial newspapers comment 
strongly upon this so-called perfidy of Se- 
nor Govin, and say he is bound to defend 
himself against the charges made. 


SAY AMERICA HAS THE RIGHT. 


English Divine Declares United States 
| Should Stop the Cuban War. 

London, Februcry 28.—Rev. Dr. Charles 
A. Berry, of the Queenstree church, at 
Southampton, who visited the United States 
in October last as chairman of the Con- 
gregational Union of England, in‘an effort, 
it was said, to induce the United States 
senate to’ confirm the arbitration treaty 
and also to advocete church union, replying 
to an influential American, writes: 


“My view, and [| think it is generally 
held by rational Englishmen, is that the 
trouble in Cuba has gone on long enough. 
It is being fomented by men who flout the 
authority cS Spain while protesting against 
American interference. This state of things 
is kept up for the sake of a number of 
rotten interests. Spain is not so much con- 
tumacious as powerless and the United 
States government is the only power who 
can restore order and, with due regard 
to.its own Monroe doctrine and collateral 
Obligations, the Washington executive is 
justified in insisting upon order, even if 
it becomes necessary to superintend the 
management of affairs.’’

“In view of the possible declaration of 
war between this country and Spain, ana a 
cajl upon you to furnish North Carolina’s 
quota of troops for that purpose, I have 
the honor to tender you my services to 
raise a regiment of infantry composed of 
the sons of ex-confederate soldierg to serve 
in that war.’’ 


Colonel J. M. Ray, of Buncombe, offers 
to raise a regiment of able-bodied ex-con- 
feGsrates west of the Blue Ridge for ser- 
vice during the war. :

Beside the Wrecked Ship. 


RUMORS ARE SET AT REST 


Washington Officials Do Not Look for 
a Conclusion for Several Weeks.

NO TIME SET FOR THE BOARD’S DEPARTURE 


Secretary Long Receives a Letter from 
Captain Sampson, Written Before 
He Left Cuban Shores. 


Washington, February 28.—At the close 
of office hours a telegram came to the 
navy department from Admiral. Sicard, at 
Key West, in the following terms: 

‘Key West, February 28.—To the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Washington. Court of 
inquiry will commence session at Key 
West today. They must resume session 
at Havana to obtain evidence of divers af- 
ter further work upon the wreck. 

“SICARD.” 

The important feature of this communi- 
cation is thé declaration that the court 
will return to Havana, 

It sets at rest rumors that have 
been afloat for some days past that 
the court was not to return to Havana 
for the reason that it had discovered 
the cause of the sinking of the Maine, 
which was not an accident, and that, 
consequently, they had noifurther bus- 
iness in Havana. * 

One important @eduction to be drawn 
from the message was that the report of 
the court of inquiry can scarcely be ex- 
pected for several weeks to come. The 
court will be occupied at Key West for 
some days at least in taking the testimony 
of the survivors there. Then upon the Tfre- 
turn to Havana it is expected that a good 
deal of time must elapse before the divers 
can get through the mud which now en- 
compasses the lower part of the wreck of 
the Maine and examine the bottom. After 
this is done the court must deliberate in 
order to secure an agreement upon their 
findings. The prevalent belief at the navy 
department is that up to this moment the 
court has not once undertaken to com- 
pare notes and endeavor to reach such an 
agreement. 


Mail from Cuba. 


A Cuban mail was received during the 
day, and with the @g@andor which has 60 
far characterized his dealings with the 
public in this matter, Secretary Long caus- 
ed it to be given to the newspaper report. 
ers as soon as he had read it himself. It 
was made up of one letter from Captain 
Sampson, dated at Havana, February 23d, 
and although it is simply a statement of 
events that had already been reported by 
telegraph, one fact is significant, viz: the 
statement that the testimony of certain 
civilian witnesses before the court would 
be of no importance. Hfs letter is as fol- 
lows: 

“Bebruary 23, 1898.—Sir: The court has 
taken the testimony of all the officers of 
the Maine still here. Tomorrow we will 
take such testimony ag the divers have ac- 
cumulated. There are two citizens in the 
harbor who have announced their willing- 
ress to testify, although those have noth- 
ing inmyportant. 

“After taking this evidence and that of 
the divers I propose to return to Key West 
and take the evidence of the officers and 
men there. It may be necessary to return 
here after further progress has been made 
with the divers. Very respectfully, 

“WW. T. SAMPSON, Captain U. S. N.”’ 
Key West Reports Cause Laugh. 


The reports that came from Key West 
about great activity and the observance of 
unusual precautions among the few sol- 
diers quartered there was received with 
amusement at army headquarters here. It 
was said no orders had gone forward from 
this city to explain the bustle, but there 
was the best reason to suspect that the 
commandant was simply brushing up the 
post and ‘putting his best foot forward 
against the expected appearance there on 
his tour of inspection of General Merritt, 
the commanding general of the department 
of the east. 

The gunboat Wilmington sailed today 
from La Guayra for Barbadoes, traveling 
over the ground covered a few days before 
by the Cincinnati and Castine. All of the 
boats are slowly cruising around in_the 
Caribbean and wiil be so employ 
April, when they will go south a 
retary Long said at the cloge 
hours that no orders had srone out to send 
another warship to Havana, reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

At the white house the utmost quiet pre- 
vails. Many offers have come from organ- 
izations and individuals of their services 
in case of a conflict. Some of the congres- 
Sional callers have stated to the president 
that their states were ready to furnish full 
quotas of men. 

Attempt To Sell Bonds. 

Secretaries Long ‘and Alger and Repre- 
sentative Dingley were among the presi- 
dent’s visitors today, but it was stated 
that they had nothing of importance on he 
Maine affair to discuss with him. Mr. Ding- 
ley spoke afterwards in strong terms 
against reports that financial circles in 


New York were being sounded as to thaw 


readiness with which funds could be raised 
in an emergency. 

The attention of Secretary Gage was 
called to the published statement that he 
was making preparation for a bond issue 
and that the bureau of engraving was pre- 
paring the plates. The secretary pronounced 
the statement unqualifiedly false. No such 
action has even been considered, he said. 


PROCTOR WILL CALL ON BLANCO. 


‘Sigsbee Will Allow Spanish Divers To 


Work with His Men. 

Havana, February 2.—Senator Proctor 
had expected to pay his personal respects 
to Captain General Blanco today, in com- 
pany with Colonel] Parker and Consul Gen- 
eral Lee, but the captain general has been 
unusually busy in getting ready for the out- 
going mails and has fixed 1 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon for Senator Proctor’g call. 

One body has been recovered today and it 
has not yet been identified, though there 
are hopes that it may be later. With any 
others recovered in time, it will go with the 
wounded on the Bache to the Dry Tortugas 
and Key West. On her next trip north the 
Bache will carry to Key West the first 
company of wounded taken to the Dry Tor- 
tugas. 

The Spanish divers did not make their 
examination today. Captain Sigsbee ex- 
pected them and probably will be advised 
tonight as to when the: will begin their 
investigation. He was much gratified at 
recovering today in good condition his in- 
signia of the order of the Red Eagle (Prus- 
sian) and the gold medal presented to him 
by International Fisheries exposition in 
London in 1883.

DAUNTLESS IN JACKSONVILLE. 


Daring Little Tug Has Returned from 
a Mysterious Trip at Sea. 


Jacksonville, Fla., February 28.—(Special.) 
~The famous tug Dauntless arrived in 
port shortly after midnight last night and 
tied up to her old dock near the Vesuvius. 
At break of day the latter vessel sent off 
a crew of men, who Searched the alleged 
filibuster, but could not find anything out 
of ‘the Way. 

Late this evening the collector received a 
telegram from Washington, and it is ru- 
mored tonight that the Dauntless will be 
seizea, though nothing authentic can be 
secured. 

Captain Floyd, of ‘the Dauntless, savs he 
has been engaging In towing in the south- 
ern part of the Florida waters. Cubans are 
greatly excited and jubilant over the 
Dauntless’s last trip. 


CENTRAL AMERICA’S WAR CLOUD 
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Trouble Between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica May Result in Hostilities. 


Washingten, February 28.—“he condition 
of affairs between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica is beginning to arouse serious appre- 
hension in official circles, as it is said to 
threaten to involve not only these two 
countries in war, but also to draw all of 
the Central American republics into an 
armed conflict. — 

The diet of the Greater Republic, in- 
cluding Nicaragua, Honduras and Salvador, 
has submitted a@ demand on Costa Rica for 
an explanation of the entrance of an armed 
force of 500 men fram Costa Rica into Niea- 
ragua. No reply hag been given so far as 
is known to officials here. The Nicaraguan 
authorities assert that the 500 armed men 
entering from Costa Rica were not an un- 
authorized force, but were acting with the 
knowledge of the president of Costa Rica. 
If Costa Rica gives no explanation in re- 
sponse to the demand of the diet it is fear- 
ed serious trouble will follow. 

The real controversy between Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica is over the territory adja- 
cent to the inter-oceanic canal. A recent 
incident has intensified the feeling of the 
Costa Ricans over the boundary matter. 
This was the arrest of Mr. Bache, the 
Costa Rican consul general to Nicaragua, 
on the charge of being a rebel. He was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment, but subsequently escaped. 

It is not generally known that Secretary 
Sherman intervened in this affair, and re- 
quested President Zelaya, of Nicaragua, in 
the interest of peace to release Bache. 
President Zelaya promptly assented, and in 
a decree ordered that Bache be liberated 
in accordance with Mr. Sherman’s request 
if the tribunal convicted him of a revolu- 
tionary movement. Since then Nicaragua 
has published the secret cipher dispatches 
alleged to have passed between Bache and 
the Nicaraguan rebels in Salvador, and 
these Nicaragua claims fully establish a 
charge that Costa Rica’s official was work- 
ing to overthrow Zelaya’s government. 


AN INSPECTION LAW. 


| Federal Judge Declares an Act of Con- 


gress Wholly Unconstitutional. 

Kansas City, Mo., February 28.—rhe en- 
tire system of government inspection of 
meat, which has been established in the 
packing houses of the United States, was 
declared to be uncofistitutional, - ineffective 
and void in an opinion handed down in the 
United States district court today by Judge 
John Rodgers, federal judge at Fort Smith, 
Ark., who is sitting for Judge Philips. 

An indictment against Harry Boyer, fore- 
man of the fresh meat department cf the 
Jacob Dold Packing Company, charged 
with attempting to bribe a government 
meat inspector, was quashed on the ground 
that congress had no power to create the 
office of meat inspector; that even if Boyer 
had attempted to bribe an inspector, as 
was charged in the indictment, he did not 
commit an offense. against the govern- 
ment. 


EIGHT HOURS CONSTITUTIONAL. 


Appeal from Utah Is Passed Upon by 
United States Court. 


Washington, February 28.—In the supreme 
court today an opinion was handed down in 
the case of DB. F. Holden vs. the sheriff 
of Salt Lake county. Utah, involving the 
constitutionality of the territorial law, fix- 
ing a day’s work in smelters and mines in 
the territory at eight hours. Holden was 
arrested for violating the law and sentenced 
to imprisonment for the offense. He 
brought the case to the supreme court in 
an effort to secure a writ of error on the 
ground that the law Was unconstitutional 
in that it was calculated to deprive a cit- 
izen of life or property without due pro- 
cess of law. The court held that such was 
not the case, but that the law was an exer- 
cise of the state’s police powers. Justice 
Brown said in passing upon the case, that 
it was not the intention of the court to 
pass generally upon the constitutionality 
of eight hour laws, but that in so far as 
state laws were exerted for the protection 
of the lives, the health or the morals of a 
community there could be no doubt of their 
propriety or of their constitutionality. There 
could be no doubt of the ex ional and 
unhealthful character of work’ in smelters 
or mines because of bad air, high tempera- 
ture and noxious gases, and hence the wis- 
dom of the state legislation. 

The decision of the supreme court of 
Utah was affirmed in today’s opinion.

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OHIO CONGRESSMAN 
WANTS BIG NAVY 


Bromwell, from McKinley’s State, Calls 
for $20,000,000 Appropriation. 


RESOLUTION WAS REFERRED 


House Passes the Day Working on the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill. 


SOME RATHER WARM DISCUSSION ARISES 


Members Go on Record in Voting for 
Money To Break Up Illicit Whis- 
ky Making in the Country. 


Washington, February 28.—The house 
passed the sundry civil appropriation bill 
today after a four days’ debate. 

The most important action was the elimi- 
nation of the appropriation for our repre- 
sentation at the Paris exposition on a point 
of order. The sudden change of sentiment 
in the house which is often witnessed when 
members go on record was illustrated to- 
day. 

On Friday last the house in committee 
of the whole, where there is no record of 
the vote, knocked out a provision in the 
bill for an appropriation to pay those who 
furnish the government with information 


leading to the conviction of the 
violators of the internal revenue 
laws Today this proposition com- 


manded a very respectable majority in the 
committee, but when the members voted on 
roll call in the house it was overwhelming- 
ly defeated. 

The Cuban question was injected into the 
session by Mr. Bromwell, republican, of 
Ohio, was presented the following resolu- 
tion: 


$20,000,000 for the Navy. 

“That the secretary of the navy be, 
and he is hereby authorized whenever in 
his judgment it shall become expedient 
for the best interests of the country to 
do so, to secure options upon and con- 
fummate the purchase of such battle- 
ships, cruisers, rams, torpedo boats or 
other form of naval vessels as are of 
the most modern type and ready for 
immediate use; together with the neces- 

Bary armament and equipment for the 
same as in his judgment are necessary 
to place the naval strength of the coun- 
try upon a proper footing for immediate 
hostilities with any foreign power with 
which the same may be threatened; and 
that for the purpose of consummating 
such purchases there is hereby appro- 
priated the sum of $20,000,000 to be im- 
mediately available.’’ 

It was referred to the naval committee. 

Before the house went into the committee 
of the whole, Mr. Hull, republican, of 
Iowa, chairman of the military committee, 
asked unanimous consent for the consider- 
ation of a joint resolution providing for 
the investigation, by a joint committee of 
the house and senate, of the expenditures 
for river and harbor werk at Savannah 
since January 1, 1892. 

Mr. Coax, democrat, of Tennessee, called 
attention to the fact that this whole sub- 
ject was being investigated by the court- 
martial now sitting in the case of Captain 
Carter. The reputation of civilians was 
involved, as well as that of an officer of the 
engineer corps, and until the court-martial 
returned its findings. he saw no necessity 
for a congressional investigation. Hx} 
therefore, objected and the resolution was 
referred to the military affairs ccinmfttee. 

When the sundry civil bill was taken 
up, Mr. Handy, democrat, of Delaware, 
made a point of order against the provis- 
ion relating to the Paris exposition, which 
was sutaired, and the whole provision went 
out of the bill. 

Mississippian Makes Charges. 

Speaking to a proforma amendment, Gen- 
eral Shattuc, republican, of Onio, who wae 
for thirty years connected with the man- 
agement of railroads, took occasion to an- 
swer an attack made upon the railroads 
some time ago. He had never known a 
railroad manager, he said, who was a Ca- 
lamity howler, and he would be ashaned 
to come to the forum of the people and 
continually grumble about the miserable 
condition. of the people he represents. 

Mr. Fox, democrat, of Maryland, to 
whose speech Mr. Shattuc had replied, de- 
nied that heg’had assailed the railroads. 
He had himself, he said, represented rail- 
roads as an attorney for many years and 
what he had said was that the people of 
the south had as much right to exercise a 
legitimate influence over the colored voters 
of their sections as the railroads, the man- 
ufactories or any other corporations. 

“Deny it as you will,”’ said Mr. Fox, “it 
is a fact that the railroads and other cor- 
porations. controlled the vote of their em- 


‘ployees for McKinley by intimation, threats. 


and bribery. If the laboring men of the 
country had been allowed to vote their 
convictions William J. Pryan would now 
be president of the United States. 

Consideration of the bill in committee of 
the whole was completed and it was re- 
ported to the house. 

Wants Stills Broken Up. 

Mr. Cannon demanded a separate vote 
on the amendment striking out the appro- 
priation of $75,000 for the payment of those 
who informed the authorities of violations 
of the internal revenue laws and urged the 
house to restore the appropriation for the 
detection of illicit stills. The appropria- 
tion was absolutely necessary, he contend- 
ed, to protect the government revenues in 
many states, but especialiy in North Car- 
olina and Georgia. 

Mr. Cannon said 2,500 
received last year, the large majority of 
them in Virginia, North Carolina and 
Georgia. It was natural, he said, that the 
representatives from those states should 
ficht this appropriation. 

By a vote of 108 to 67 the provision was 
restored to the bill. The friends of the 
motion to strike out the appropriation were 
too weak to secure the ayes and noes. 

The sundry civil bill was then passed 
and the house went back into committee 
of the whole and took up the bi.l by the 
ways and means committee to authorize 
the transportation of distilled spirits to 
general bonded warehouses and to regulate 
removal therefrom. 

The bill gives the owners of distilled 
spirits the privileges as to transportacion 
now enjoyed solely by the distiller. The 
bill was passed. 

Bills were passed granting to the Nebras- 
ka. Kansas and Guif railroad and the Den- 
ison and Northern railroad rights of way 
through the Indian territory. 

At 5:30 p. m. the house adjourned.

remainder, $6,371,192, was paid into the 
treasury. 

“From November 1, 1893, to February 1,

It Is Gererally Conceded: That McKin- 
ley Is Pleased with the Tardiness 
of the Board of Inquiry and 
He Will Not Act Until 
Feeling Dies Out. 


Washington, D. C., February 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—If Chairman Boutelle, of the house 
committee on naval affairs, reflects the 


feeling of the administration, as everybody . 


believes he does, we are farther from war 
than we have been at any time since the 
destruction of the Maine. 


Boutelle is very close to the president, 


and has from the first been in closest con- 
ference with the secretary of the navy. If 
anybody at the capitol end of Washington 
ean be said to particularly represent the 
administration, it is Boutelle. Until today 


he has been mysterious and non-committal. — 


In all this talk he has hinted vaguely at 
preparations of an emergency nature, and 
in committee has been decidedly bellicose. 
Today he talked freely. 

The whoie trend of h‘s remarks was 
toward peace. He said he did not look for 
war, did not believe in the necessity of 
making any preparation, either in the 
army or the navy, and indicated as plainly 
as a man could that it is the purpose of 
the administration to go no further than 
a demand upon Spain for a money in- 
demnity. : 

Spain’s Denial Significant. 

It is regarded here as significant that the 
representative of Spain has taken the pains 
to deny the presence of minés or torpedoes 
in Havana harbor. | 

It is believed that this méans a purpose 
on the part of Spain to disavow any re- 
sponsibility for the destruction of the 
Maine, and those who are looking on the 
war side of the outlook are figuring it out 
that such a disavowal pressed by Spain 
will bring about a clash which will mean 
war. ; 

It is more likely, however, that ft was the 
purpose of the Spanish government in 
making such a disavowal to simply pave 
the way for the general disavowal which It 

ill make in connection with the tender 
of indemnity when that tender is made. 

Outwardly it has been very calm in 
Washington today. Of the advices received 
at the navy department, the most signifi- 
cant is a letter from Captain Sampson, 
indicating a purpose of returning to 
Havana after the testimo of the officers 
and the men is taken at Key West. This 
shows very clearly that his investigation 
has not produced the definite results which 
some of the correspondents on the scene 
have indicated. The belief. is growing both 
with the president and the navy depart- 
ment that no definite results will come 
from the investigation.

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SENATE REFUSES 
10 ADMIT CORBETT 


Long Fought Caso for Oregon Is Pinally 
Dispesed Of.

IT ESTABLISHES PRECEDENT | 


Governor’s Appointee Refused a Seat 
Among United States Senators. 


SENATOR BACON OPPOSED THE RECOGNITION 


State in the Northwest Now Finds It- 
self with Only One Representative 
in the Upper House. 


Washington, February 28.—(Special.)—By 
@ vote so large as to settle forever the 
principle involved, the senate today re- 
fused to admit H. W. Corbett to member- 
ehip in that body.as a senator from Ore- 
gon. The vote against admission was torty 
to nineteen—larger than expected and so 
decisive in its character as to be a notice 
on the part of the senate to legislatures 
having had the opportunity to do so and 
failing to fill a vacancy in the senate, that 
failure will be taken as prima facie €vi- 
dence that the state does not desire to have 
ber vacancy filled and the appointee of 
the governor after such failure to elect 
will not be recognized by the senate. 

The effect of this act will be to put an 
end to juggling and manipulation for the 
purpose of creating deadlocks and giving 
governors an opportunity to appoint. 

The decisive character of today’s action 
does not lie in numbers alone. It is sig- 
nificant that many republicans and the 
three gold democrats voted against Mr. 
Corbett in spite of the fact that great ef- 
forts were made by the gold element 
throughout the country, particularly the 
banks, to influence the votes of senators 
in behalf of Corbett, 

Qf the forty votes cast against Cor- 
bett, seventeen were cast by republicans 
and three by gold democrats. 

The consideration of the case was re- 
sumed this morning by Mr. Bacon address- 
ing the senate in opposition to Mr. Cor- 
bett’s claims. He felt it was extremely 
fortunate that in this case the senate was 
not controlled by partisan motives, because 
he thought it ought to be understood by 
legislatures that they must perform their 
duties or the onus of their failure should 
fall upon their states. 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, followed with 
an extended and elaborate argument in 
opposition to the seating of Mr. Corbett. 
He maintained that the governor of a 
state had no authority to fill an original 
vacancy. 

Mr. Burrows, after quoting in support of 
his position many eminent authorities, said 
that if the senate should seat Mr. Cor- 
bett it would overthrow a long line of es- 
tablished precedents and make a new prec- 
edent that would prove dangerous, as it 
would open the doors to conspiracy and 
fraud, the results of which nobody could 
foresee. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, supported the 
claims of Mr. Corbett to a seat in the sen- 
ate, holding that in no circumstances rot 
absolutely tainting the applicait for ad- 
mission with fraud could the senate prop- 
erly refuse to accept the governer’s cre- 
deitials. He maintained that a sovereign 
State had at all times the right to its con- 
stitutional representation in the senate. 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, moved to 
strike from the resolution the word ‘‘not.” 

Upon this motion the ayes and nays were 
demanded. The motion was defeated 19 
to 50. 

The resolution of the committee onpriv- 
lleges and elections declaring that ar.

question. 

The League of American Municipalities 
was organized in Columbus, O., last sum- 
mer and many cities have joined the or- 
ganization. The officers of the league are: 

President—John MacVicar, mayor, Des 
Moines, Ia. 

Vice President—C. A. Collier, mayor, At- 
lanta, Ga. 

Treasurer—Samuel L. Black, mayor, Co- 
lumbus, O. 

Secretary—B. F. Gilkison, Downing build- 
ing, New York city. 

Trustees—JOhn Warner, mayor, Peoria, 
Ill.; F. A. Walker, president council, Tren- 
ton, N. J.; C. M. Leitch, president council, 
Wilmington, Del. 

The next convention will be held in De- 

troit, Mich., August 1, 2, 3 and 4, and all the 
cities of the league will be represented. 
Each city joining the league pays an an- 
nual fee of $20 to $0, according to popula- 
tion, and this entitles all heads of depart- 
ments, as well as all members or council, 
to all the privileges of membership. 
_ The objects of the league are ‘‘the generai 
improvement and facilitation of every 
branch of municipa] administration by the 
following means: First, the perpetuatf6n of 
the organization as an agency for the co- 
operation of American cities in the prac- 
tical study of all questions pertaining to 
municipal administration: second, the 
holding of annual conventions for the dis- 
cussion of contemporaneous municipal af- 
fairs, and, third, the establishment and 
maintenance of a central bureau of infor- 
mation for the collection, compilation and 
dissemination of statistics, reports and all 
kinds of information relative to municipal 
government.,”’ 

The central bureau of information is 
probably the most important branch of 
the league’s work. Cards are issued to 
the individual officials of the membership 
citfes entitling the holders thereof to the 
free service of the bureau. If the mayor 
or any other official of a membership city, 
or instance, wants to ascertain the ex pe- 
rence of other cities in any particular 
line of municipal work he sends his in- 
Guiry to all the important cities in the 
country, compiles the data and sends a 
complete and accurate statement to the 
Party seeking the information. A second 
inquiry on the same subject is answered 
from the data already compiled and on 
file in the office of the league. This sys- 
tem not only furnishes a reliable source 
of information, but it saves city officials 
throughout the country the labor or an- 
swering the same inquiries separately for 
@ score or more of cities that may ea!l for 
it. All information of general interest, such 
as that pertaining to street lighting, street 
paving, etc., is published for the benefit 
of ail parties concerned. The bureau of in- 
formation in an economical way provides 
authentic information to guide the action 
of officials in important matters and it 
nray oftentimes be the means of saving 


thousands of dollars to the taxpayers.”’

Both of these are made up as prescribed 
by the national examining board and is i 
foretaste of what follows when the appli- 
cant is safely installed within the walls of 
the academy. The smallest defect in any 
of the vital organs may throw the candi- 
date out, or he may fail for a lack of mus- 
cular power. 

The written examination is on all the 
elamentary branches, including arithmetic, 
geography, grammar, spelling, reading and 
history.

Prisoner Declines To Reveal the Names 
of Those Who Were with Him. 


THE WHOLE PLOT IS FULLY RECOUNTED 


Telegrams of Congratulation Continue 
Yo Pour in Upon the Royal 
Family at Athens. 


Athens, February 28.—One of the men 
who attempted the Hfe of the king of 
Greece on Saturday has been arrested. His 
name is Karditza, and he is a minor em- 
ployee in the mayor’s office here. He re- 
fuses to give the name of his accom- 
plice. 

The municipal 
country are addressing messages of sym- 
pathy to the king, and thousands of con- 
gratulatory telegrams are arriving at the 
palace. 

The royal family ts said to be greatly 
d at the expressions of loyalty. 
Kard\tza, who is thirty-five years of age, 
was formerly a non-commissioned officer m 
the army\ He belongs to a class of doubt- 
ful repute, locally designated as the hout- 

zavantis. 

The authorities obtained information that 
Karditza was hiding in a house of il re- 
pute, which they caused to be surrounded 
by police, but in the meanwhile Karditza 
had gone to the public prosecutor's office 


and surrendered himself, declaring his in-* 


nocence. 
He Makes Full Confession. 

Closely pressed, however, he confessed to 
being one of the king's assailants. He did 
not express any regret and declared that 
if the gun had not trembled in the hands 
of his accomplice the King would have 
been killed. 

Karditza refused to furnish any further 
information. 

According to the Astay, it was deécided 
at a secret meeting of a certain club held 
outside the city to assassinate the kK'ng 
because he had accepted the propesition for 
international financial control of the reve- 
nues in order to arrange the war ioan. 
This decision, it further appears, Was re- 
corded on the minutes of the club, a copy 
of which was sent to the king, who paid 
no attention to the threat. 


Tells the Whole lan. 


Later Karditza said the plan was to shoot 
the king’s coachman and the horses and 
then to dispatch the king with pistols 
which he and hig companion Were carry- 
ing. 

King George has identified a photograph 
of Karditza as that of one of his assail- 
ants. 

His majesty has received a message of 
congratulation from President McKinley. 

Two friends of Karditza have been ar- 
rested on suspicion of being his. accqm- 
plices. He has become greatly depressed.

When Professor West 
recommended the departmental system to 
the board of education Professor Slaton 
opposed it, although when it was adopted 
he did allin his power to make it a success. 
It is said that about three months ago 
Professor West wrote to a city in hich 
Professor Siaton had once resided in order 
to secure evidence against him. 

The gentleman to whom this letter is said 
to have been addressed mailed it to Pro- 
fessor Slaton inclosing, it is said, a com- 
munication addressed to the board of ed- 
ucation and another to Professor Slaton, 
in which the latter was upheld as a gentle- 
man of the highest integrity.

TRACKAGE MATTERS SETTLED 


Southern Will Continue Use of Nash- 
ville’s Rails Into Chattanooga. 


WILL NOT BUILD FOR THE PRESENT 


Atlanta Subjects Were Not Discussed. 
The Atlanta Union Passenger 
Station Is Resting. 


RESIDENT SAMUEL SPENCER, of 
the Southern railway; Mr. Francs 

) Lynde Stetson, general counsel for the 
company, and Mr. Frank 8. Gannon, third 
yice president, came down yesterday from 
Chattanooga on a special train and spent 
the afternoon in Atlanta. 

At 2 o’clock Mr. Spencer and President 
J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis, met by appointment at 
the Kimball house and held a long confer- 
ence. Major Thomas had just returned from 
Florida. 

The conference did not concern the inter- 
ests of the roads at Atlanta, but 
at Memphis and Chattanooga, the gentle- 
men said after their talk, The Memphis and 
Charleston, which the Southern has just 
bought, uses the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis tracks for forty or fifty miles, 
entering Chattanooga. For the use of these 
tracks the Southern will have to pay a 
good rental, but there will be no change in 
the situation for some time to come, The 
Memphis and Charleston’s contract wiil 
continue in force. However, in the reor- 
ganization of the Memphis and Charleston, 
provision was made for an issue of $1,500,- 
000 bonds with which to build an extension 
from Stevenson into Chattanooga, should 
this step become necessary. If the exten- 
sion is not built, the bonds will not be 
issued. 

The Southern took charge of the Memphis 
and Charleston this morning just after 
midnight. Mr. Spencer said that the pur- 
chase of the Memphis and Charleston is a 
very valuable acquisition to the Southern. 
The system gets a strong line to the west. 

‘“‘Memphis is a rich and prosperous city,” 
he said. “It is one of the principal Missis- 
sippi river gateways between the south 
and the west. We have now one system 
reaching from there to Norfolk, by way of 
Asheville and also to Brunswick through 
Atlanta. We have two Mississippi river 
crossings and two Atlantic ports. This is 
a good thing for the Southern, for Mem- 
phis, for the Atlantic ports and for the 
southern country.” 

Railway men 100k upon the purchase of 
the Memphis and Charleston by the South- 
ern as a good thing for both travelers and 
shippers because it will result in improved 
service.

All the principal officials of the Memphis 
and Charleston are retained, though with 
some changes in title. The following ap- 
pointments become effective today: 

R. L. McKellar, assistant general freight 
agent, Memphis, Tenn.; C. A. DeSaussure, 
division passenger agent, Memphis, Tenn.; 
J. H. Turner, commercial agent, Memphis, 
Tenn.; G. J. Bradley, co ercial agent, 
St. Louis, Mo; U..

Davant, traveling freight agent, Memphis, 
Tenn.; H. S. Lemmon, traveling freight 
agent, Tuscumbia, Ala.; M. H. Bone, west- 
ern passenger agent, Dallas, Tex. 

Mr. W. F. Patillo, Jr., the soliciting 
freight agent, and Mr. Parrott, the passen- 
ger representative of the Memphis and 
Charleston in Atlanta, were notified yester- 
day that their offices would be abolished 
today. That was short notice, but a South- 
ern railway official stated that both these 
gentlemen would be offered other positions 
in the Southern’s service. ‘‘We hope to 
take care of all the Memphis and Charles- 
ton men,” said he, “‘but there will be some 
changing around. The Memphis and 
Charleston will be Known hereafter as the 
Memphis division, and titles will be changed 
in some instances, but all the higher offi- 
cials of the old company remain with the 
Southern. Of course, there will be no 
changes among engineers, conductors, road- 
way men or in those departments. I know 
it is the desire of the management to pro- 
vide positions for all the men who have 
been with the Memphis and Charleston, 
because they are loyal, hard workers, as 
a rule.”’

THE SEABOARD PROTESTS. 


It Says That Its Property Will Be 
Confiscated. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 23.—(Special.)— 
The Seaboard Air-Line’s exception to the 
rates of 2 and 244 cents for passenger fares 
ordered by the railway commission, was 
filed today and is quite vigorous. It says 
the old rate is just and reasonable, and 


does not yield more than a sufficient re- 


turn on the investment and barely pays 
the actual cost of operation with economy, 
and a reasonable interest upon the funded 
debt and does not yield sufficient income to 
pay any dividends. 

The reductions will probably result in an 
actual deficit, as the order substantially 
requires the carrying of passengers with- 
out reward under the pretense of regulat- 
ing fares and amounts to taking private 
property for public use without just com- 
pensation and without due process of law; 
that the commission reached its determina- 
tion without any petition or complaint 
and without any evidence to show that 
the old rates were umreasonable or the 
new ones just, and in actual disregard of 
the evidence offered, and that if the order 
is enforced business will be carried on at 
a continued loss. , _ Fe ee

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Mr. Bryan in Alabama. — 

Mr. Bryan, whose relations to 
democratic party are those of an 
knowledged leader among leaders, has 
appointments for six speeches in Ala- 
bama, beginning at Tuscaloosa today. 
These addresses will be on the subject 
of bimetallism, a question in which the 
people, since the failure of the 1epub- 
licans to restore prosperity, have a more 
vital interest than ever. 

They were promised international bi- 
metallism by the republican party, and 
the result of that promise has been not 
only the demonstration that interna- 
tional bimetallism is an impossibility, 
but the public announcement of the 
republican leaders that the country must 
be committed more thoroughly to the 
gold standard by legislation. 

Mr. Bryan’s luminous discussion of 
this vital question is the result of a de- 
mand on the part of the people, and the 
demand is made on him not only be- 
cause he is the recognized leader of the 
democratic party and its allies—not only 
because he represents in his own per- 
son and career the character and con- 
servatism of the American people, but 
because he is the most brilliant expo- 
nent of democratic doctrine that the re- 
public has produced since the war. 

In his principles as well as in his ut- 
terances, he represents the conservatism 
and the courage of the great mass of 
the intelligént voters of the country. He 
represents their purposes and their as- 
Piration. He stands as surely for de- 
mocracy as Jefferson and Jackson stood 
for it. This the common people un- 
derstand, and this is why they invite 
him to expound for them the demoeratic 
doctrine of bimetallism. 

But The Constitution has no intention 
of delivering a eulogy on William J. 
Bryan; none is necessary. It ig our 
purpose only to express a hope that, 
While the distinguished leader of the 
Darty is moving about in such close prox- 
imity to Atlanta, he may be prevailed 
on to come to this city and give the 
democrats and, indeed, all our citizens, 
an opportunity to hear him on the sub- 
ject of bimetallism.

The Macon Telegraph is trying to get 
in a discussion with somebody about 
an imaginary proposition or intention to 
“proscribe’’ somebody else. It seems to 
think that The Constitution is trying 
to “proscribe’ somebody who may de- 
sire to support the democratic party and 
its candidates, and it says that neither 
Candler nor Atkinson believe that “such 
a@ proscriptive policy is wise.”’ 

What “proscriptive policy?”” Why, the 
very policy that both have announced.

Who do not indorse all the declarations 
of the party, accept them as better than 
anything the opposition has to offer, 
and so the unity and harmony of the 


} party is preserved in all contingencies. 


It is all so simple, natural and easy 


to wonder at the extraordinary vitality 
of the democratic party. 

The Macon Telegraph seems to. be 
nervous because The Constitution has 
casually remarked that those who are 
opponents of the Chicago .platform are 
not likely to knock at the door for ad- 
mission. It is against nature to expect 
it. So far as the opponents of democ- 
racy are concerned—and the Chicago 
platform is democracy, being the rule 
and guide of the party at the present 
time—they will certainly not desire to 
be counted as democrats. No test is 
necessary for them. If they are hon- 
estly opposed to the declarations of the 
platform they will scorn to support 
either the platform or the candidates of 
the party. 

After all, the real test resides in 4 
man’s mind; it is a question he must de- 
cide for himself, and no rule can be ap- 
plied to him. If he prefers the princl- 
ples of the democratic party to the 
wrecking of the programme of the re- 
publicans he will count himself a dem- 
ocrat. If, on the whole, he is willing 
to accept the democratic platform with- 
out commiting himself to all its prop- 
Ositions, he will find no trouble in calling 
himself a democrat. 

But the party cannot afford to admit 
into its ranks men who may be willing 
to call themselves democrats So far as 
the state election is concerned, but who, 
from the vantage ground thus obtained, 
would attempt to create confusion in 
the party ranks on national! issues. This 
is why democrats in their state cam- 
paigns make it a rule to reaffirm and 
reindorse the national platform. This 
very action is, itself, in the nature of a 
test. Consequently, those who support 
the democratic candidates will be 
obliged, in the nature of things, to ac- 
cept, even if they do not indorse, the 
national platform. 

But the primaries are another mat- 
ter. and it is essential that none but dem- 
ocrats who will engage to support the 
nominees and accept the platform which 
the party convention will draft for them, 
should be allowed to take part. 

We may say to The Telegraph, in pass- 
ing, that the state committee will fix 
a test that will satisfy every democrat 
in the state who prefers democracy to 
republican plutocracy. No democrat 
who has ever had, or is likely to have, 
any sympathy or respect for real dem- 
ocratie principles will be shut out. The 
party is not engaged in the business of 
“proscribing”’ those who sincerely de- 
sire to promote its principles and unite 
more firmly its already harmonious 
forces. 

The issues at stake are too important 
to permit the party leaders either to 
quibble over unnecessary details, or to 
throw down the bars for the admission 
of those who would be likely to intro- 
duce confusion. 

No doubt the editor of The Telegraph 
understands the situation a great deal 
better than his exhortations would lead 
his readers to believe.

Mr. A. G. Robinson, of Black Mount- 
ain, N. C., gives utterance to the views 
of every northern manufacturer who has 
recently located in this section. Says 
Mr. Robinson in a recent letter ad- 
dressed to The Manufacturers’ Record: 


Il am a Massachusetts man, but my 
faith in the industrial future of the south 
could not be hauled on the heaviest freight 
train ever run over the Southern railroad, 
and I am glad to do what little I can to 
further the development and advancement 
of this section, .

Still another expression bearing upon 
the inducements which the south holds 
out to northern immigrants comes from 
Mr. W. -G. Liddell, of Dalton, Ga. Mr. 
Liddell is not a manufacturer but a 
farmer; and he speaks, therefore, from 
a different point of view. He came to 
the south for the benefit of his health 
scme fifteen or twenty years ago, and 
has never since had occasion to regret 
the step.

Fruits 
of every Kind can be grown in the greatest 
abundance, The scil is naturally strong 
end rich. 

We have here the stranee anomaly of a 
climat> where wheat yields as much per 
acre under similar circumstances as it does 
in the best Obio and Indiana lands, and 
cotton can be grown equal to that further 
scuth. Ir fact, all products of the soil 
from either sectifm flourish here. 

The great ‘“‘bugbear’’ to northern 
ple coming south is the fear of not 
jJoying their political rights or being ill- 
treated on account of politica’ opinions. 
I can testify that while I came among 
them a republican, and have expressed my 
opinions freely whenever I had any oc- 
casion to do so, and voted just as I pleas- 
ed, as I wou'd have done jin the north.

Of course, the good things are never all 
found in one place; if they were, that 
place would be heaven, but after a care- 
ful and somewhat extended investigation 
I give it as my candid opinion that this 
country comes nearer comb:ning them all 
in its present development and future pos- 
sibilities than can be said of any other 
section of country of which I have Knowl- 
edge. 

We have quoted at some length from 
the testimony of Mr. Liddell for the 
simple reason that it touches upon ques- 
tions most frequently raised by north- 
ern inquirers, and touches upon them so 
fully as to leave little else to be de- 
sired in the way of information. So 
while the south holds out peculiar in- 
ducements to morthern nianufacturers, 
her resources of soil and climate are 
such that she cam offer equal induce- 
ments to northern farmers and to north-

The New York Evening Post seizes 
upon the terrible assassination of a ne- 
gro postmaster and his family in South 
Carolina to make a point which The 
Constitution has already made, namely, 
that a part of the responsibilty for that 
crime must rest on the shoulders of 
those who, for purely political and di- 
abolical purposes, insist on appointing 
to such offices men who for any reason, 
no matter what, are obnoxious to the 
communities for whose benefit the offi- 
ces are established. : 

This, of course, is not in any sense an 
excuse for the crime, but it shows where 
a part of the responsibility lies. The 
Evening Post says that the feeling in 
regard to the negro is pretty much the 
same in both north and south, and it 
admits that the people of the north 
would “bitterly resent the appointment of 
negro officials.” This is so true that the 
republicans do not dare to appoint ne- 
groes to any important office at the 
north. And thig failure adds to the 
“bitter resentment” of the southern peo- 
ple when a negro is appointed to a post- 
mastership. ‘They feel that it is part 
of a plan to torture them for political 
reasons. 

Mr. McKinley, Mr. Hanna and all the 
republicans know and understand che 
situation. The fact that they do know 
it, and fail to act upon it in the south, as 
they do in -the north, causes southern 
resentment to take such atrocious forms 
as that reported from Carolina. All 
this is really no excuse for such crimes, 
but it goes far toward explaining them. 
The people of the country may as well 
know the facts. And decent republican 
sentiment should compel republican ad- 
ministrations to recognize them. 


The Importance of Good Roads. 

The roads of a country are t's com- 
mercial arteries and the importance of 
keeping these arteries in vood condi- 
tion cannot be too strongly emphasized. 
In the south we have not given tne sub- 
ject of good roads the attention which 
it properly deserves, and the consequence 
is that our material development [as 
been somewhat hindered on this ac?ount. 
But the future is still before us, and it 
lies within our power to atone !n some 
measure for our past shortcomings by 
giving the subject of good roads more 
careful attention inthe future. If we ex- 
pect to secure \for this section the in- 
dustrial prestige to which its marvelous 
wealth entitles it, we cannot make a 
better start in this direction than by put- 
ting our roads in good condition. 

Of course the farmer will be the first 
to experience the benefit of this improve- 
ment, but its sphere of influence will 
not be restricted to the farmer. Indi- 
rectly it will make itself apparent in the 
changed status of our people generally, 
and every interest of this section will 
derive fresh energy and life from its 
invigorating touch. Several days ago 
Professor W.C. Latta, of Purdue uni- 
versity, LaFayette, Ind., discussed the 
subject of good roads at some length 
in a public address. So thoroughly 
did this distinguished educator enter 
into the merits of the subject that some 
review of the salient points of his ad- 
dress may not be amiss in this connec- 
tion. Without going too much into 
detail, these points which seem tp thor- 
oughly condense the argument may be 
briefly summarized as follows: First, 
good roads economize time and force 
in the labor of transporting products 
from the farm to the market; second, 
they enable the farmer to take advan- 
tage of market fluctuations in buying 
and selling; third, they permit trans- 
portation of farm products and pur- 
chased commodities during times of com- 
parative leisure; fourth, they reduce the 
wear and tear on horses, harness and 
vehicles, and fifth, they enhance the mar- 
ket value of real estate. Each of these 
reasons separately considered is suffi- 
cient in itself to warrant our people in 
putting forth their utmost exertions to 
improve the condition of our roads and 
to keepthem ina good condition. There 
is no telling what our farmers have lost, 
and indirectly, what our people general- 
ly have lost, on account of bad roads; 
and without allowing ourselves longer 
to remain indifferent to the claims of 
fhis important subject, it behooves us 
from this time forward to make our 
roads the objects of our special, solici- 
tude. When we begin to do this, pros- 
perity, such as we have never before 
known in Dixie, will begin to reign 
throughout her borders. 

One reason why the south has not 
taken more interest in the subject of 
good roads until the present time is due 
in part to the destitution in which the 
late war Jeft her, and in part to the lack 
of sufficient agitation. For more than 
twenty years the south was compelled 
to struggle under the heavy burden of 
debt which the late war entailed wpon 
her, and she lacked the means necegsary 
for improving the condition of her 
roads; but things are now different. 
With the light of better days breaking 
upon her she is now possessed of ample 
means with which to devote herself to 
the task of improving the condition of 
her roads; and, moreover, she realizes, 
as she has never realized before, the im- 
portance of giving this subject her at- 
tention. She realizes that railway sys- 
tems, no matter how much they may be 
multiplied and extended, cannot supply 
the deficiencies of country roads, and 
that if the resources of this section are 
ever fully developed, it must be accom- 
plished through the agency of good 
roads. With this conviction firmly 
stamped upon her mind the south in- 
tends within the next few years to ap- 
ply herself with fixed determination to 
the, task of building up good roads, and 
over these good roads she intends to 
march with stately strides into the 
proud inheritance which lies before her.

“Come, gentle spring, ethereal mildness,

This persuasive supplication of the poet 
is answered again, just as jt has been on 
the Ist of every March, and accor to 
the calendar spring has come once’ more. 
In this case the calendar proved to be a 
very useful article, for when spring came 
in last night at the hour of 12, the only 
indication that spring had arrived was the 
black figure 1, labeled March. 

The poets have accepted the calendar date 
for spring, though the vernal equinox, or 
astronomical spring, is scheduled to reach 
here not earlier than breakfast hour on 
March 20th. The average man is willing to 
accept the lion end of March as spring, 
and since this acceptance has been con- 
sistently consecutive, there is no need to 
desert the calendar’s count for the alma- 
nac’s array of hair-splitting distinctions 
and uncertain predictions. 

So while it is true that spring is here, 
it is equally-true that as yet it is not 
gentle, neither is it mild. But at any rate 
we are giad to see it. We are giad that it 
stood not on the order of its coming, but 
came at once. It is a sweet consolation 
to know that it is here at last and that 
the drear old winter has gone the way of 
many other winters and ts now a back 
number. 

In spite of the present chilly weather the 
spring of 1898 did not come to us entirely 
unheralded. The trees in many places have 
commenced to bud and at every turn the 
air is laden with the smell of earth from 
fresh dug gardens. The rose bushes and 
the pansy plants have been put out, the 
flower seeds have been planted, the sweet 
peas are already in evidence and in a 
short while ‘‘when spring unlocks the flow- 
ers to paint the laughing soil,’’ we will 
have spring in act as well as fact. 

Already the birds that come with spring 
have commenced to put in their appear- 
ance, and while the weather has been a 
little too chilly for outdoor concerts, some 
‘of them have been trying their voices, and 
as the sun grows warmer they will com- 
mence to pipe their lays and in a few 
weeks more they will begin to lay their 
eggs and spring plans.

shoot. Their shooting will be confined to 
the mere act of shooting out, so Spaniards 
need not fear. Then the spring picnies will 
commence and the grass will regret its 
haste when it is being trampled under foot 
and littered with sardine cans and empty 
beer bottles. About the time that the birds 
have finished their lays and commenced 
their laying, the spring poets will burst 
forth into song and the price of paper and 
ink will go up as ‘the price of poems goes 
down.

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Track Layers of the Consolidated Cut Into the Cistern Walls Yesterday 
and thé Services of a Fire Engine Were Necessary 
to Pump the Water Out. 
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been entirely removed they found that it 
would be necessary to either put a new 
top on it strong enough to support the 
tracks or fill the cistern up. The cistern is 
in two divisions and joined by a small door. 
The large or oblong cistern holds 70.000 
gallons of water and the small round cis- 
tern holds 12,000 galions. The large piri of 
the cistern was made from the hole that 
was left in the grcund after the old arte- 
sian well had been removed and it Was put 
there for the purpose of protecting the 
city in case of a fire. 

The Consolidated people asked Chief 
Joyner to let them have an engine to pump 
the water out so that they would be able 
to put their beams across and bridge the 
cistern over. The engine was sent there and 
put to work pumping the water out. Crowds 
gathered to watch the work. When the 
cistern has been pumped nearly dry Chief 
Joyner stopped the work, for he said that 
he did not have the authority to let 
empty the cistern or fill it up. 

The Consolidated construction 
found when the cistern was emptied that 
they could not get beams in Atlanta to put 
across the round part of the cistern and 
that they would have to wait until the 
beams could be shipped here or fill the 
small cistern up and go an putting down 
their tracks. President Woodruff, of the 
Consolidated; Mr. Joel Hurt 
cers of the road gathered at the scene of 
work and consulted with Chief Joyner. 

He told them that he did not have the 
authority to let them continue the work, 
and that they would have to send for 
City Engineer Clayton and Mayor Collier 
and see what they had to say about it. 
These gentlemen were telephoned for and 
in a few moments they and Alderman 
Frank Rice appeared on the scene. 

The officers of the Consolidated expressed 
a willingness to proceed with the work in 
any Way that the city fathers should sug- 
gest and desired to be directed in the mat- 
ter. Chief Joyner was at first opposed to 
having the cistern filled up, but after 
holding a conference with the mayor and 
city engineer they concluded to let the 
Consolidated fill up the round part of the 
cistern after building a strong wall over the 
opening into the large one. This really 
amounts to taking off part of the cistern 
and lessening the water from 82,000 gallons 
to 70,000 gallons. 

The part of the cistern filled up is not 
of stch value to the city and as it was 
very oid was in danger of falling in at any 
time. It was constructed out of @ very in- 
ferior quality of bricks and many of them 
wculd crumble under foot. It will cost the 
Ccrsolidated about the same umount of 
money to build the wall in the large cis- 
tern and fill the small one up thai it would 
to put a new cap over it and it is thought 
best to have the small one done away with 
as it was right In the center of the street 
an dapt to be in the way at any time. 

When the Consolidated completes its 
tracks at this point the last visible signs 
of the cld artesian well will be obliterated. 
The city of Atlanta spent over $50,000 on the 
old well and pipes to carry the water over 
the city. It was $50,000 thrown away and 
all that is left to show for it are the old 
pumps over the city. The Consolidated is 
pushing the work on its tracks rapidly and 
in a few days hopeg to have the line com- 
pleted.

If the 
bond election should occur simultaneously 
with the others, separate ballot boxes and 
managements would have to be established 
because tho bond election requires gpecial 
registration in which all citizens, colored 
and white irrespective of politics, have a 
right to vote, while the primaries are for 
white democrats only. 

It is urged by some that even this re- 
quirement would not prevent the consolida- 
tion. It is said there might be some dif- 
ficulty resulting from the double manage- 
ment, but all voters could be thoroughly 
acquainted with the situation and could 
act accordingly. The supporters of the 
bond issue deem it wise to have their elec-: 
tion with one of the primaries, 

Mayor Collier is undecided as to what 
course would be best under existing cir- 
cumstances. He will carefully investigate 
the subject today to see if there is any law 
that wculd prevent a consolidaticn of the 
primaries. Chairman Albert Howell, Jr., of 
the county executive commlitee, when ask- 
ed yesterday afternoon concerning the con- 
sOlidated plan, stated he had not g.ven 
the matter sufficient consideration to form 
an opinion. He was in favor of an early 
primary for the county and thuught some 
trouble might arise on account of the dovu- 
bie ballot system. He will call no meeting 
until the state committee acts, 

The candidates for the legislature and 
county offices seem to favor a primary in 
April. Thig primary has been held herete 
fore between April and June. There seems 
to be a general disposition to hasten mat- 
ters in order to avoid long campaigns.

General J. P. S. Gobin, who was elected 
commander-in-chief of the G. A. R. at 
the thirty-first national encampment at 
Buffalo, last August, Was practicing law 
when Fort Sumter was tired on; enlisted 
in company C, Hieventh Pennsyivania, was 
elected its first lieutenant, and when the 
regiment was reorganized as the Forty- 
seventh Pennsylvania, became captain. He 
say plenty of hard fighting; was promoted 
to major for gallantry at Sabine Cross- 
roads and Pleasant Hill. When his division 
was transferred to the Shenandoah valley 
he commanded his regiment as lieutenant 
colonel and colonel, and received high praise 
from his superiors.

told in The Constitution two “weeks ago. 

On the night of February 8th, Deputy 
Marshals Standley and Craigo and Deputy 
Collectors Hopkins and Henderson went 
into what is known as the Rock Creek 
gistrict of Cherokee county to make a 
raid on moonshine distilleries there. They 
found one still with several moonshiners 
at work. The outlaws seized their guns 
and a desperate battle resulted. The moon- 
shiners were driven away and the officers 
went on to another still. But the first 
fight had aroused the blood of the wild 
mountaineers, and they banged together 
and fixed an ambuscade for the revenue 

_ men to pass into on their return to Blue 
‘Ridge. where they were to take the train 
for Atlanta. \The officers, after destroying 
one other still, started back to Blue Ridge, 
and while rounding a big oluff the mob of 
moonshiners opened fire. Almost at the 
frst fusilade the horse which Collector R. 
0. Hopkins was riding was shot dead and 
the officer was thrown to the ground. He 
rose and began firing, but was shot him- 
self at the next fire from the ambushers. 
The other officers made a brave fight, and 
after three horses were killed the moon- 
shiners were driven back into the wild 
fastnesses of the mountains, 

Since that time some of the: best revenue 
nin the service have been working on the 
dase in an effort to find the name of at least 
one of the mob that had attempted the 
lives of the officers. Two days ago J. C. 
Hughes and Joseph and G. M. Rogers were 
arrested as being parties to the conspiracy. 
These three mountaineers were tried yes- 
terday morning before United States Com- 
missioners J. R. Chastain and J. F. Simons, 
at Blue Ridge. The principal charge 
against the men was that they were in 
the party that fired upon the revenue men 
at Rock Creek, but additional charges of 
likicit distilling were preferred. The two 
Rogers brothers were discharged, but 
Hughes was bound over. He failed'to give 
bond, aud was brought to Fulton county 
jail. The revenue men say they will make 
other arrests soon,

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POISON WAS HIS 
KEY 10 LIBERTY 
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Henry McElkaney Commits Suicide in 
the City Prison. 


WAS CHARGED WITH BURGLARY 


Had Been Caught Rifling a Cash 
Drawer to Public Telephone. 


SWALLOWED MORPHINE AND DIED IN AGONY 


He Was Well Connected and Had a 
Brother in Atlanta—Scene at the 
Deathbed in Jail Corridor. 


ENRY McELHANEY, the sixteen- 
year-old white boy who was arrested 
Saturday night in the Kimball house 
by Special Officer Kerlin for robbing the 
pay telephone cash drawer, died last night 
at 7:45 o’clock in the corridor of the po- 
lice barracks from the effects of poison 
taken early yesterday morning with sulci- 
daft intent. 

Yesterday morning McElhaney was found 
lying upon the iron bunk in his cell breath- 
ing heavily and City Physician Hurt was 
sent for. The physician saw at once that 
the young man had swallowed a large dose 
ef morphine and that jt would take hard 
work to save him. For eight hours\the 
young man was worked on, but in shite 
of all that was done he died last night 
about a quarter before 8 o’clock. 

He was taken from his cell and placed 
upon a blanket, with his head propped with 
a chair, so that the physician could better 
look after him, and it was in the corridor 
that he died, At one time he partially re- 
gained consciousness and he screamed like 
a maniac and struggled violently. 

McElhaney was about sixteen years of 
age. He belongs to a respectable family in 
Auburn, Ala. About three weeks ago he 
came to Atlanta to get work, so he siated, 
Saturday night he was caught in the act of 
burglarizing a cash drawer to the public 
telephone at the Kimball house. For several 
weeks the telephones had been systemat- 
ically robbed and an electric bell was at- 
tached to a number of them with a gong, 
so when any one opened the drawer the 
gong would ring some distance away from 
the telephene, At the Kimball house the 
FAS 
heard to ring Saturday night by Special 
Officer Kerlin and when the officer-ran to 
the telephone booth he found McElhancy 
in it rifling the drawer. 

The young man denied that he was guilty 
and said the reason he gave a wrong name 
when first arrested was to shield his family. 

Mr. Cary P. McElhaney, an inspector 
for the telephone cOmpany, is a brother of 
the dead man and he was notified of the 
death last night by the police authorities. 

It is said that the young man nud once 
betore been in trouble and his family had 
gone to his rescue. He thought that this 
time they would not help him und It was 
this thought, perhaps, which drove him to 
suicide, It is not known how he got the 
poison. 

The death was a pathetic one. As he lay 
upon his rude couch, breathing iis last, 
a drunken negro woman was screaming 
frantically in a cell not far away and a 
white man was beating wild!y upon the 
sides of his steel cell. 

The body of the young man will be sent 
to his. eld home in Alabama for intef- 
ment. ’

THE BOARD WILL MEET FRIDAY 


Department Has Not the Money To 
Liquidate the Claim—Special Ap- 
propriation To Be Fought. 


The board of healtly will meet next Fri- 
day afternoon at the city hall and will con- 
sider the payment of the Olmsted bill. 
From present indications the yellow fever 
expert stands no better chances of getting 
his money without litigation than when the 
board first turned down the bill several 
weeks ago. 

The element of alleged extortionate 
charges, however, has disappeared entirely 
from the case. The board dispensed with 
this feature by unanimously deciding to 
pay the bill, when it referred the measure 
to council for payment. It is now, there- 
fore, only a question of getting the money, 
The city of Atlanta is by no means insol- 
vent, but there seems to be no $500 for Dr. 
Olmsted for attending the yellow fever pa- 
tient Auburn avenue last year. 

The finance committee refused to pay the 
bill on the grounds it was not a councii- 
manic paper, council adopted this report and 
the bill went back to the board of healjth. 
The board is absolutely helpless because it 
has not the necessary $500 outside of actual 
running expenses, the annual apportion- 
ment having been made on very close and 
accurate calculation of actual money need- 
ed. In case the money should be taken 
from the regular sanitary funds then one 
of the departments would have to suffer ac- 
cordingly. 

The only course now is to send the bill 
back to the council with the recommenda- 
tion that $3900 be appropriated from some 


' fund to pay it. As to whether council will 


adopt this is speculative. The resolution 
would probably be referred to the finance 
committee again, and there is no telling 
what the finapeiers would do with it. The 
bill might be politely returned again to the 
board of health. Meanwhile Dr. Olmsted 
positively refuses to give any intimation 
of his future course in the matter and 
states he is waiting on the board of health. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT’S BIG RECORD 


Sixty-Eight Alarms Were Answered 
During February. 

During the month just past the Atlanta 
fire department broke all previous records 
for the number of alarms answered in one 
month. The records show that during this 
February sixty-eight tlarms were received 
and answered by the department.

The highest number 
previous to this Was sixty alarms in Feb- 
ruary, 1896.

AMONG CHINAMEN 


The Two Factions Rush lato the Courts 
with Warrants. 


STARTED IN JOSS HOUSE ROW 


Eight Warrants Out, Four Charging 
Assault to Murder. 


SERIOUS TROUBLE LOOKED FOR AMONG THEM 


Bitter Hatred by Opposing Factions 
Shows Itself—How the Local 
Chinese Are Divided. 


HE Chinese bat*le at the joss house, 

Sunday afternoon, on West Mitchell 

street, has aroused every Chinaman 
in the city and@ once egain the two great 
factions are pitted against each other in 
the courts. This . occurred once before 
about eight years ago. 

There are in Atlanta about sixty Chi- 
namen and they are almost evenly divided 
into two opposing factions. This division 
is marked by many things. One set are 
natives of central China, the other came 
from south China, along the seacoast. 
One faction came from a section of their 
native country which is known as “within 
the wall,”’ while the other hails from 
‘“‘without the wall.’”’ One of the divisions 
have given their religious allegiance to 
the Baptist church, the other to the Chris- 
tian church. 

Lum Ling, the father of the only genu- 
ine Chinese baby in Georgia, heads the fac- 
tion which came from “without the wall’’ 
in south China, and which belongs to the 
Christian chureh. Fou San heads the 
ofher faction which came from ‘‘within the 
wall,’’ in central China, and which has 
embraced the Baptist faith. 

The enmity of these two factions of Chi- 
namen in Atlanta is bitter and intense, but 
it is kept subdued, as the average China- 
man fears the police ang courts, but now 
and then {ft bursts like: the flames of a 
smoldering fire and then the war becomes 
exceedingly lively. Such an outbreak’ ‘has 
now occurred, and it was caused by the 
joss house fight Sunday. Lum Jack, a 
member of the Lum Ling faction, was 
whipped in the fight, and Sunday night 
Fong Shing, with the Melican name of 
S. W. Starr, Chou Kow and Chan Yee were 
arrested on warrants sworn out by Lum 
Ling. An officer advised him to make city 
cases but he exclaimed excitedly: 

“Me takee larrants. P’ icee 
good.,”’

Sunday night by fifteen Chinamen of the. 


Lum Ling faction, and after they had 
gone nearly thirty of the other set were 
talk to the three men under ar- 
rest. 

The warrants charge the men with an 
assault with intent to murder, Lum Ling 
desiring to make it as serious as possi- 
ble. 

Yesterday morning six more warrants 
were sworn out. One was against Chang 
Kee Lung, of the Lum Ling faction, charg- 
ing an assault with intent to murder. I.urn 
Jack, Chang Tuck, Jang Cna, Chang Con 
and Lum Tuck We, all of the Lum Ling 
faction, were arrested charged with an 
assault and battery, and Fing San, one of 
the leaders, was charged with an assault. 

A bailiff from Justice Orr’s court went 
to the joss house to make the arrests and 
could not tell the ‘‘t’other from which.’’ 
He was promised that the parties wanted 
would be spotted for him today. 

Fou San charges that the only reason 
the other faction goes to Sunday school is 
to get somebody to teach them how to 
speak Melican words.. He is the only Chi- 
naman in the city who can support a mus- 
tache. Last night he told a police offiecr 
he had failed in the grocery business and 
lost $18,000. And to this statement he added 
that there wasn't a man in Lum Ling’s 
crowd who had $18. 

All day yesterday the Chinamen in the 
city were in a perfect state of excitement 
about the arrests. 

The cases will be heard before Justice 
Foute today at 12 o’clock, and every Chi- 
naman will be present.

Stock Market Lacked Breadth, Business 
Being Poorly Distributed. 


LONDON ON SELLING: SIDE 


Had Little Effect—Course of Prices 
Steadily Upward—Gains Range 
Up io 2 Per Cent.

New York, February 28.—Today’s stock 
murket was strong, but the activity Was 
largely centered in the leading stocks such 
as Sugar, the grangers, Union. Pacific pre- 
ierred and a few others. The most notable 
strength was also shown by these stocks. 
The total sales showed a considerable fall- 
ing off from’ the recent average, and the 
market lacked breadth, business being 
poorly distributed. London was a seller of 
stocks today for the first time in a con- 
siderable period. The local market was as 
little affected by this movement as it was 
by London's persistent buying during the 
recent declines, if a temporary heaviness 
at the opening be excepted. The fall in in- 
ternational stocks in the early dealings was 
sharp, but was for only a brief time. Added 
to the day’s net guins the early weakness 
makes the range of prices in the stocks 
affected very considerable. Apprehension 
over the Cuban question seemed to be in 
abeyance, and the course ef the market 
Was continually upward after the opening 
with the exception of u slight reaction af- 
fer noon and some yielding from the high- 
est at the close on profit taking. The noon 
reaction Was attributed to disappointment 
because the supreme court refrained from 
handing down its decision in the Nebras- 
ka maximum freight rate case. The senti- 
ments of London and New York on the 
CvWban question seemed to be completeiy 
reversed, for the recent disposjtion in 
London to look confidently for a peaceful 
solution gave way to depression today, 
the declines in Spanish 4s both in London 
and Paris being particularly significant. In 
London it was % and in Paris 1 3-324. But 
it is none the less highly significant that 
the simultaneous decline in stocks prices 
in London and the rise in New York were 
accommodated by a. stiffening of money 
rates in London and a notably easier tone 
in New York. Call loans were made low 
as % per cent here today, presumably in 
response to the gold shipments, $1,000,000 
additional being anneunced today. Sterling 
exchange failed to be stiffened by the gold 
movement, and demand bills fell ‘to $4.84, 
posted rates for long and short being mark- 
ed down ec. Additional shipments of gold 
are, under the circumstances, expected la- 
ter in the week. There is talk also that ef- 
forts will be made to have the remaining 
£overnment deposits of Union Pacitic 
money left in New York banks for the 
present, although notice has been given of 
the intention to withdraw them in 10 per 
cept weekly installments. The amount of 
these deposits remaining in the New York 
is estimated at $15,000,000. The uverage debit 
balance of the sub-treasury at the clearing 
house shows a constantly diminishing ten- 
dency, and today’s statement shows a 
emall credit balance, due to the fact that 
the government’s obligations for the last 
few days of February are small. The re- 
plenishment of the money market by a 
government deficit is much ‘less heavier 
than was the case a few weeks ago. The 
day’s net gains in active stocks range up 
to 2 per cent and in a few cases over that. |

NO MORE PRISONERS GO NORTH 


They Will Not Be Forced To Endure 
the Ravages of the Cold Climate. 


RALEIGH, N. C., GETS THE PENITENTIARY 


Until the Permanent Penitentiary Is 
Built the Southern Convicts Wi!l 
: Go to Raleigh. 
"T becom and no more federal prisoners 
will be sent to Columbus, Ohic. Judge 
Newman yesterday issued an order to the 
éffect that in the future all prisoners con- 
victed in this district shall be sent to tne 
penitentiary in Raleigh, N. C., instead of 
the governmen: penitentiary at Columbus, 
O., where been in the 
past. 

The order estublishing a federal prison 
for the sovih aces not in any way affect 
or injure Ajarta’s chances of getting the 
permar.cnt government penmertiery for 
the south. It is the policy of the govern- 
ment te build a penitentiary here that will 
be owned and controlled entirely by the 
government, and not be hampered by state 


authority. 
Judge Newman's order was based on an

erder of Attorney General Griggs, issued 
two days before, which constituted the 
state penitentiary at Raleigh a southern 


branch of the gcvernment penitentiary. 
Attorney General Griggs does not state why 
the change is made, but it was a matter 
of necessity. The federal prison at Co- 
lumbus, O., is overcrowded and it is al- 
most impossible to care for any more 
convicts here. 

The estabiishment of the southern prison 
is just what the people ard the officials 
of the scuth have been clamcring for maay 
years. Hundreds .of southern men con- 
victed of minor offenses against the gov- 
ernment have been sent to Columbus for 
terms ranging from one to three years, and 
before their terms have expired they have 
fallen victims to the severe and rigorous 
climate of the north. Lewis Redwine, the 
well-known Atlanta man, was one of the 
prisoners who came near to death in the 
Columbus prison because of the climate 
there. In nearly every case the convicts 
return to the south at the expiration of 
their terms with badly impaired health. 

Judge Newnan has contended that a pris- 
on should be established here in the south 
a3; a measure of humanity; that the rav- 
ages of the climate of the north upon the 
systems of the southern prisoners was a 
far greater punishment than the law or 
the courts ever contemplated, 

While it is said Raleigh is not a satis- 
factory place for the prison by any means, 
it is far superior on account of location to 
the prison at Columbus, O. The southern 
offenders will be treated better because af 
the fact that they will not have to endure 
such a severe change in the climate. All 
of the government prisoners who will he 
convicted at the term of the United States 
court which begins next week, will be sent 
to Raleigh instead of to Columbus. The 
penitentiary at Raleigh is a very excellent 
prison. It is substentially built and the 
convicts are allowed all comforts consistent 
with their condition. The order issued hy 
Judge Newman yesterday was as follows: 

“The honorable, the attorney general, 
having on April 27, 1888, designated the Ohio 
penitentiary, at Columbus, O., as the place 
of confinement for ali prisoners thereafter 
convicted in said district, and it having 
been in que form shown to the court that 
the honorable, the attorney general of the 
United States, did on February 26, 1898, re- 
voke said designation and in lieu thereof 
designated the North Carolina penitentiary, 
at Raleigh, N. C., as the place of con- 
finement for all prisoners hereafter con- 
victed in the United States court of said 
district and sentenced to imprisonment in 
a penitentiary, it is, therefore, on motion 
of the United States bee for said dis- 
trict, ordered that the North Carolina pen- 

itentiary, at Raleigh. N. C., be, and the 
same is hereby designated ‘as the place 
of confinement for al] prisoners hereafter 
convicted in said court and sentenced to 
imprisonment in a penitentiary. In open 
court, February 28, 1898.

The manufacturers, sta tistics, 
met 


rates and transportation committee 
yesterday afternoon in the mayor's ollice 
for the purpose of taking up the resolution 
jnroduced by Councilman Lumpkin at the 
last scSsion of the council relative to the 
sibdivision of the water works property 
at Lakewood. With the exception of Coun- 
ci:man Camp, the full committee Was pres- 
ent. 

At the last session of the council Counc ii- 
man-Lumpkin introduced a resolution, pro- 
viding that the city make plats of the old 
water works property and divide up the 
land into lots, which were to be given man- 
ufaeturers who would improve the lots to 
an amount not less than $25,000. 

The committee yesterday, while not op- 
posing the resolution, decided not to go into 
the details as set forth in the resolution, 
but recommended that the mayor be au- 
thorized to discuss the matter with manu- 
facturers on most liberal terms. 

For the present, at least, the property 
will mot be platted, but an opportunity will 
be afforded all manufacturers who may 
desire to discuss the matter with the city, 
and if they should desire to purchase prop- 
erty ‘there, the terms will be reasonable 
and the city will doubtless offer several in- 
Qucements. 

One of the questions discussed at the 
meeting of the committee yesterday Was 
the problem of securing transportation for 
the products in the event manufacturing 
enterprises were established at the old wa- 
ter works site. 

Mayor Collier stated to the committee 
that the Atlanta and Florida Railroad 
Company, when that road was first pro- 
posed, endeavored ‘to reach the city via the 
water works property, but that after a 
route had been surveyed, it was found that 
On account of the hills and valleys in the 
neighborhood, the grading would be too 
expensive and the route was abandoned 
on account of the cost. The mayor stated 
that he believed a railroad from the city 
would be very expensive, although he 
thought it would be built by the railroads, 
provided enough. freight could be handled 
to warrant te expense.
